That amount can be carried readily 


from the general revenues of the State. 
It would be one appropriation that 
could not be reduced or vetoed. Sup- 
pose the automobile licenses should be 
diverted to this purpose as it is in the 
State of Maine. 


In 1912 the automobile fees amount- 


ed to 5600,000. In 1913 to $800.000 un- 
der the same law. Under the new law 
increasing the fees on high power cars 
and trucks, and with the average in- 
crease in the number of vehicles, the 
amount will reach $1,200.000 in 1914. 


Long before the ten years have ex- 


pired which will be required to build 
the roads and issue all the bonds, the 
automobile fees will have reached an 
amount more than sufficient to carry 
the bonds, and the sinking fund. 


While no direct taxation will be re- 


quired to carry and pay the bonds, if 
the amendment be defeated at the 
polls there is every indication that a 
direct tax on real estate will have to 
be levied to provide money TO build 
the roads. Human progress is de 
manding the improvement of the roads 
and if the money be not raised by a 
bond issue which may be easily carri- 
ed, it must be raised in some other 
way, probably by the taxation of prop- 
erty, as has been done in Ohio, after a 
bond proposition had been defeated.

can not go forward consistently or 
regularlv. Under that 
system 
the 


grandchildren of the present genera- 
tion would still be up against the same 
proposition that exists to-day: still 
traveling over bad roads, and trying 
unsuccessfully to get appropriations 
through and signed. Under the bond 
Issue the present generation as well as 
future ones will profit by tb/e roads 
and even the next generation, with all 
the improvement, will only have the 
tail end of a diminishing debt. 


The building and maintaining of the

road passes through, because when 
the State pays the bills on that par- 
ticular mileage, the township does not 
have to. 
. The farmer is the one who will get 
the roads—the greatest profit—with-

highways. His is the most direct 
benefit. 
Under the bond system he 


will get something for nothing, get- 
ting an improvement and a benefit 
which the corporations and automo- 
biles providing the income of the State 
will pay for.

heavy load on the good road, while 
the struggles, and 
breathing spells 


necessary when an unimproved road >'s 
being negotiated cause 
delays and 


general loss of time and temper. 


Y\*hen a highway is 
improved by 


grading, draining and surfacing with 
hard material, so that it becomes in 
every respect a good road, a iarge 
amount or' local travel which has pre- 
viously gone by other routes is divert- 
ed to it. 
A person living five 'miles 


from an improved road, desiring to 
reach a point twenty miles away, also 
five miles from the 
improved road, 


•v\Jill almost invariably drive the five 
miles to the good road, then the twen- 
ty miles over it, then the five miles 
over the unimproved road, making a 
total flrive -of thirty miles, twenty oi 
which is over the improved road, rath- 
er than to drive the twenty miles be- 
tween his startiiig point and his desti- 
nation over unimproved roads. 
It is 


on this basis that it is determined that 
more than So jper cent of ail travel 
goes some part x)f its course over the* 
main roads, especially if they be im- 
proved in the modern acceptance oi 
the term. The improvement of a road 
probably doubles the local loaded trav- 
el over it: the added travel being that 
•which would go over other roads were 
all unimproved. 


The good road easily doubles the 


distance that a horse or team and bug- 
by can travel in a 
day. 
This fact 


brings into existence a larger amount 
of this class of travel, estimated at 
fifty per cent more, and by reason of 
the greater distance which may be 
covered, and th» over-lapping travel 
from other localities, this 
class of. 


traffic may easily be multiplied by 
three, as the result of building a good 
road. 


The development of the automobile 


is estimated to make the radius of a 
day's travel, for business or pleasure, 
ten Limes as great as with a horse or 
team. With an automobile a business 
or professional man from a central 
point can visit practically every part 
of his county and be home by night- 
fall. 
A farmer •with an automobile 


may make a necessary trip to town 
before breakfast, or before the dew is 
off, and not interfere with his day's 
work. 
He may als-o, with a motor 


truck, take two or three loads of pro- 
duce to market in the same time that 
a team would require to haul one. 


Local merchants with 
automobile 


deliverj- wagons, where 
good 
roads 


prevail. 
deliver 
goods 
prornptly 


throughout a large section of country. 
With horses the}' rarely made deliver- ' 
ies outside borough or city limits. 


Automobile trucks establish freight 


lines to boroughs and smaller points 
which were previously unprovided for. 
Very recently motor omnibus or stage 
lines have made their appearance in 
various parts of this state, carrying 
passengers at low rates and increasing 
the commercial and social activity of 
the community. 
With all these facili- 


ties it is estimated that motor car 
travel over a road is multiplied by ten 
when the road is improved- 


Doubling the heavy traffic, trebling 


the light horse tragic, and mutiplying 
the motor traffic by ten. places fifteen 
vehicles on the good road where tbera 
was but one oefore the road was im- 
proved. 


This is an underestimate rather 


than otherwise- A close study of the 
travel over thousands of miles of im- 
proved roads demonstrates 
that the 


travel is from twenty to thirty times 
as great as it was before the good 
loads were constructed. 
Figures tak- 


en in several different states confirm 
this statement. 


This enormous increase in travel is 


one oi the wonders of the age. 
It is 


dJJIicult of comprehension by those 
•who have not had an opportunity o* 
watching :ts development. 
And it is 


this very fact, in tlse State of Penn- 
sylvania, that makes necessary the 
presentation 01 these figures; so that 
all the people may understand the im- 
portance of the wonderful change in 
iraftic within the p-?st lew years: and 
iliat they may also understand that 
this same ratio of increase is likely 
to continue for at least a decade to 
come.

lightenment of a people advance, so 
does arbitiary 
government 
recede. 


The theory ol' the 
Divine 
Right o£ 


Kings Ja.sted as Ion? as the people 
composing the various 
units were 


kept in ignorance of the strength they 
could exercise if acting together. 


President Wilson 
on this subject 


said: 


"A nation is bound together by its 


me-ms oi' communication. 
Its means 


of communication create its thought. 
Its means of intercommunication are 
the means of its sympathy; they are 
the means by which the »vrio..s part:) 
of it keep in touch with on<- another.1' 


Absolutism in government began to 


disappear from the face of the earth 
when roads began to be built so that 
the people could get together, and the 
''consent of the governed" became, not 
only a factor, but the dominating prin- 
ciple in all government among civil- 
ized peoples. 


The 15,000 miles of hard surfaced 


stone roads built in France between 
1740 and 1700 were primarily intended 
for the ready transit of troops. In ad- 
dition they made the French Revolu- 
tion possible by bringing the people 
in touch with each other. 
When Na- 


poleon extended and perfected the sys- 
tem of reads, and established a sys- 
tem of road maintenance, he dug the 
grave of monarchy in 
France, and 


made its government "of the people, 
by the people, for the people.1 
To- 


day France stands first among ail na- 
tions of the earth m the -wealth per 
capita of its people, and in the general 
distribution oi the land 
and other 


property. There are lev,-, if any, great 
fortune^ in France, as great fortunes 
are counted in this country . 


In the exercise of its functions of 


government the Slate 
can have no 


higher duty than to provide for 
the 


tranquillity and well being oi its peo- 
ple: act a part of its people. \\Iio live 
in chosen localities, but of all its peo- 
ple: equalizing their burdens, and ac- 
celerating, to the fullest extent, their 
growth along lines of material, morai, 
and intellectual prosperity. 
The con- 


centration of energies 
necessary to 


this end can only be brought about by 
ready means of communication: of 
the producer with his market: of tie 
preacher with his congregation: of 
the merchant with liis customers, and 
of all the people with one another. 


This can. only be achieved by the 


construction of highways over which 
the people can travel. Roads of easy 
grades, so that fair sized loads can 
be hauled: roads that will not cut up 
into ruts and mudholes: but roads that 
are broad, and hard and smooth so 
that with or without loads: for busi- 
ness or pleasure purposes, they will 
be available for all the uses of the peo- 
ple, and contribute to the wealth and 
happiness 'of all. 


The people of the State of Pennsyl- 


vania recognized these facts in a gen- 
eral way when in 1903 they began aid- 
ing counties and townships in improv- 
ing the roads: and again in 1911 W;;?T 
the magn.fici'.T. system of State rligh- 
v..-ys was added. 
These state -is.il- 


ways from the main channels of com- 
munication binding together the differ- 
ent communities, 
keeping them in 


touch with, each in thought. In interest, 
and in enlightenment. 
The 
enact- 


ment of the State Highway 
law of 


Pennsylvania was the act of states- 
men, who builded for the welfare of a 
Great Commonwealth, and for the gen- 
erations yet to come. 


As the powers of the state are de- 


rived from the people, the improve- 
ment of the highways can go forward 
only as the people will. 
The prosper- 


ity of the people and the prosperity or 
the state are identical.

-very friendly and told me whatever I 
•wanted to know.' 


"While the prunes were .growing 


the doctor and his wife cared for the 
garden, the big lawn with its shrub- 
bery and flowers, and for the great va 
riety of other fruits, besides the thirty- 
six "White Leghorn hens.

What Game Preserve Occomplished 


In the October issue of "Outing"' is 


an account of Game Bird Preservation 


I by two men who adopted this form of 
recreation

Extermmated. 


At the recent Summer meeting of 


the Pennsylvania State Horticultural 
Society, State Zoologist H. A. Surface 
announced that he had discovered, and 
was propagating and disseminating a 
parasite of the San Jose Scale, which 
is effectively and entirely cleaning up 
the pest throughout entire counties 
in Pennsylvania. For some time he 
and his orchard inspectors have been 
working on this subject, and it was 
not until he was certain of every im- 
portant detail that the announcement 
was made. 
This effective parasite of the scale, 


which has done more than all the 
combined spray washes could accom- 
plish, is a very minute wasplike in- 
sect so small as scarcely to be seen by 
tne unaided eye. It is in fact not as 
large as the comma used in ordinary 
newspaper print and being light am- 
ber in color is not readily seen, even 
by those who are looking closely for 
it; but with a microscope one can ob- 
serve that the old scales of the San 
Jose Scale are perforated, or full of 
holes .through which tne parasite es- 
caped after having destroyed the host. 


It is an internal parasite, feeding as 


a larva inside of the soft body of the 
San Jose Scale, This, of course, kills 
the scale, and the parasite remains be- 
neath the shell and transforms to a 
chrysalid or pupa, and later changes 
to a four-winged wasplike insect be- 
longing to the entomological order 
known as Hymenoptera. It then gnaws 
its way through the shell, coming out 
near the top, leaving the holes which 
show plainly that it is pesent, and en- 
gaged in the very commendable work 
of cleaning up the worst fruit pest that 
America has ever known. 


Although this parasite is so small as 


scarcely to be seen by the unaided 
eye. it is so numerous and so effective 
that it has entirely cleaned up the 
scale over several 
counties in the 


southeastern portion of Pennsylvania, 
and entire orchards that were badly 
infested a year or two ago are now 
clean, while nurseries that had so 
much scale, that they could not obtain 
a State License for selling trees a year 
ago, are now so clean, from the results 
of this parasite, that no live scale 
whatever can be found in them, and 
they are consequently authorized to 
sell and ship their trees without fu- 
migation. Even neglected or seedling 
trees growing in isolated places may 
show considerable San Jose Scale on 
the growth of last year and previous 
years, and have absolutely none alive 
on the new growth of twig or fruit 
formed this year. This has ben ob- 
served carefully not only by Professor 
Surface, but also by the inspectors, 
such as Mr. Pierce of York and Adams 
counties; Mr. Bowers of Lancaser and 
Adams counties: Mr. Windle of Ches- 
ter county: Prof. Grim of Berks coun- 
ty, and others. 


Prof. Surface has taken advantage 


of the opportunity to gather specimens 
of parasitized scaes from 
different 


parts of tue State, and keep them in 
small cages to rear the parasites, of 
-which he has obtained specimens for 
study and reference, and which he has 
photographed together with the scales 
perforated by them. Prof. J. S. Grim, 
of the Kutztown State Normal School, 
who during the summer was a mem- 
ber of the inspecting force, has also 
reared and photographed them. 


Specimens have been sent to differ- 


ent orchards infested with the scale, 
and liberated there, to continue the 
work of scale extermination. 
This 


practical work cf disseminating the 
parasites is something of tremendous 
importance, and has resulted in re- 
quests for specimens from 
various 


parts of Pennsylvania, as well as from 
several other States in the Union. It 
has been announced as "The most re- 
markable horticultural work of the 
year, if not of the entire decade." 


At the Annual Meeting of the State 


Fruit 
Growers. 
Professor 
Surface 


pointed out the fact that fakirs are al- 
ready taking advantage of the disap- 
pearance of the scale to advertise their 
useless wares, that are sold by them 
to destroy this pest. Persons engaged 
in the absurd business of injecting 
preparations in trees to destroy the 
scale have reaped considerable bene- 
fit by pretending to show that trees, 
which were Infested a year ago, and 
are clean now. must have been clean- 
ed up by the dope they used. They, of 
course, do not consider the facts of the 
case, but take this method of further 
adverising their wares, which the best 
authorities agree are useless. 


One of the chief duties of the or- 


chard inspectors at the present time 
consists in the practical dissemination 
of this friend of the fruit grower, 
whose discovery was so timely, and 
for which the Bureau of Zoology of 
the Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture deserves great credit 


States. 
Jn all, over 1,000,000 acres of

Wyoming and 
other 


states where Government land awaits 
distribution, because of the fact that 
it has trunk line connections that will 
enable it to compete with 1he other 
trunk lines for traffic of this kind. 


Already the movement from other 


states to the far west is large. Many 
of the western railroads are running 
special trains in order to handle the 
thousands of Colonists who expect to 
obtain homes from the United States 
Government.

HOFFMAN ORPHANAGE. 


Report of the Superintendent for 


the Past Year. 


At the annual meeting of the direc- 


lors of the Hoffman Orphanage, Alt. 
Jov township, held in Hanover last 
•week the officers of hoard, being Rev. 
Dr. T. ,T. Barkley. president, Rev. Dr. 
F. S. Lindaman. vice president, J L. 
Berber, of York, secretary, and Rev. 
Dr. C S. Slagle of Westminster, treas- 
urer, the .superintendent. Rev. J. Stew- 
art Har.tman. presented the following 
renort, far ":.the past year: 
To the "Boa-rd of Directors of the Hoff- 


man 'Orphanage: 
Dear Brethren:—As 
vour servant 


Em! the Superintendent of this Orphan- 
s«, I have endeavored to direct its 
work and to further its interests. We 
have attempted to view the Meld of 
operations as being a personal obliga- 
tion, arid thus have been actuated at 
all "times to deal with conditions as 
Though 'they were, our own problems. 
Tb5s~~5s especially true of our relations 
TO the 'children under our care. Oft 
nines th'e burdens were trying and the 
problems complex, yet strength was 
siren to go on. Tn the Father's work 
there are'trials even as in any project 
and 
also 
frequent discouragements. 


\Vs may be comforted to know that 
God's appointments bring with them 
His strength and help. 


The most important special work of 


the year was the installing of the elec- 
tric "light plant at a cost of one thou- 
sand dollars. Of this sum, Mr. Theo- 
dore R. -Helb of York, contributed 
eight hundred dollars. Contributions 
and pledges amounting to one hundred 
fifty dollars were given on Anniversary 
Day, "so.'that about fifty dollars remain 
unprovided-'for. 


The installing was by the Indepen- 


dent Electric Company of York, and 
the wiring by Stough & Lucas, of that 
city Immediately 
upon 
installation 
us operation was entirely satisfactory. 
More recently, for some reason, the 
p;-oper voltage cannot be secured and 
the cost-of operation isigreater. How- 
ever, it is.such a splendid and safe 
system that we are to be congratu- 
lated on 'securing it so early in our his- 
Tory. 


Other "improvements started are the 


cement ;walks and driveway, both of 


jbe a very desirable lotindatlon for such 
'dairying as would greatly Interest our 
boys'. Tin; herd and tbo farm have 
contribut'Hl very mucli more to our 
needs "(nan would appear from 
any 


statement of words or lisuivs. 


Thus far in our report, we havo re- 


ferred 
to

ments, but these are justified only as 
they contribute to the interests of the 
children 
of 
the 
Orphanage, 
for

should exist for these. 


Twenty-seven different children have 


been in "the Home during the year. 
Two were returned to their mother, 
and five were admitted. The family 
now consists of tweiity-threc children, 
and in addition one boy and one girl 
are in private families, where they 


found good homes with members 


of our Church who themselves are 
childless. 


\Ve rejoice that we can again say 


that the health of the children was 
good. There was not a single case of 
sickness, except an occasional disorder- 
ed stomach and colds. 


The children were cared for in the 


usual way. The school was in ses- 
sion nine months, and the children 
made good progress in their studies 
The industrial work supplements the 
school room with the girls in the 
house and the boys in field and garden. 


Religious instruction is given each 


Sabbath in addition to study of the 
Catechism, and attendance, when the 
weather permits, upon regular servi- 
ces in St. James Church of the Christ 
Church 
charge'. Family 
worship • is 


maintained daily and Scriptural texts 
and quotations are a part of the open- 
ing service in the school. 


We do not presume that all was 


done that ought have been. We did 
the best we could. I visited all the 
classes of the Synod, except North 
Carolina, and found a kindly interest 
in what T said about our work. When- 
ever 1 had opportunity. I visited con- 
gregations and spoke of the Orphan- 
age and its needs. 


Some-of our needs are self evident.- 


We ought to have a laundry equip- 
ment, the cow barn and increase of 
our herd is desirable, our work en- 
larged so as to include all of the Syn- 
od's efforts to relieve the destitute 
child, and secure the entire support of 
the 
Synod, the organization 
of a 


Ladies' Auxiliary, the speedy comple- 
tion of the grading and setting of trees 
etc.
